The woods are fullof fire station 
experts, They have become almost 
as prevalent as town hall experts 
in the two weeks since the Select= 
men first made serious mention of 
asking voters to let them build a 
new central fire station ona corner 
portion of the old Tyer Rubber 
warehouse property half way up 
the hill on Main Street instead of 
at the foot of the hill on Stevens, 

Now that the amateurs and poli= 
ticlans have had their say, the 
Selectmen have called in the pro= 
fessionals. Joseph O’Keefe, the 
same representative of the New 
England Insurance Rating Assn, 
who consulted with the townonthis 
question in 1962, came to town 
yesterday to have a look at the 
warehouse site, His opinion is to 
be written and available in time for 
Town Meeting. He is expected not 
only to say what he thinks about 
the proposed new site, but tocom= 
pare it with the previously re~ 
commended location, 

Meanwhile the Finance Come- 
mittee has not only endorsed the 
Selectmen’s proposal for acquisi= 
tion of the new site, but has said 
that it believes the town should 
acquire all rather than part of the 
acreage now owned by Contractor 
C. Lincoln Giles, 

Fin Com Chairman Henderson 
explains that since the town will 
probably be in need of land in the 
next ten years or so for other 
building or parking facilities, it 
should acquire it at the bargain 
rate Giles is offering. Every 
square foot Giles holds at his sug= 
gested rate of $1.50 pushes the 
price per square foot higher on the 
section the town has stated its 
interest in acquiring, Henderson 
says, To something over $4 per 
square foot, he estimates, 

Disagreeing with the Selectmen 
and the Finance Committee is the 
Planning Board which has taken a 
position in opposition to a fire 
station on the warehouse block, 
Chairman Harold King says it is 
not in keeping with planning 
criteria for location of such a 
facility, one of which rules out 
situating a fire station on the 
main street, 

Giles initially told the Select= 
men that he wanted $225,000 for 
the entire package which includes 
192 feet of frontage and nearly an 
acre of land in all, The available 
piece wraps around behind 
Friendly Ice Cream, providing ad= 
ditional frontage on Pearson 
Street, 

This week Selectman Roger Col- 
lins said at one point he thought 
the price was down to $212,000 
and from Selectman Sidney P. 
White came the opinion that he 
thinks the whole plot can be ac= 
quired for as little as $180,000 
to $190,000. 


Giles acquired the property in 
May, 1963.

for Andover’s public schoolteach= 
ers, 

At its meeting Tuesday, the 
Committee added a final point 
stating that it did not believe its 
general services supervisor 
should be included in any associa= 
tion bargaining unit, Itwas learned 
later than Jack Berberian, the 
man who holds this staff position, 
has signed a card indicating his 
interest in being represented by 
ATA, 

Bruce MacDonald, ATA presi- 
dent, told the Committee Tuesday 
that under the law the association 
can even represent an organiza- 
tion of custodians for the school 
system should they wish to 
organize,

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The School Site 


Bedazzled as they are bound to be by the sudden un- 
veiling of site development plans and a 10-point program 
for downtown development, Andover voters could lose 


sight of the fact that the primary reason they are being 


called together for a Special Town Meeting Monday is to 


deal with a proposed solution to the urgent need for a 
school site in South Andover. 

This alone is reason enough for a quorum of voters to 
be on hand. 

It was presumed that this issue had been settled last 
March when at a Special Town Meeting voters approved 
acquisition of some acreage off Gray Road. But the poten- 
tial cost of solving sewage problems both here and in the 
area of Cottage Farm, the only other site under serious 
consideration, caused the Selectmen to initiate still 
another search for suitable land. 

This they have found off Bancroft and Holt Roads. 

The land that is to be part of the 25-acre site is dry; it 
is undeveloped; and it is held by relatively few owners. 
This is about as ideal a situation as can be hoped for 
when large parcels of land must be assembled for public 
use. 

Parents and others who want to see Andover get under- 
way with construction of additional elementary schools 
before the system is hopelessly overcrowded will be on 
hand Monday to vote acquisition of the school site as 
proposed. Plans for this school are already months behind 


schedule. 
The Town Hall 


The Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board and the 


Finance Committee have long agreed that Andover should 
construct its new municipal office building in the central 


business district. 


Though arguments about the specific location have gone 
on unabated, these chief spokesmen for the townspeople 


have stuck to the precept that plans for the revitilization 
of the center of town should revolve around the town hall 
location.

Fire Station 


It was a long time coming, but not. unpredictable — the 
decision of the Board of Selectmen to approach Town 
Meeting with a fresh fire station proposal. In a rare dis-

Newman Would Save Punchard House 


FROM WINTHROP NEWMAN 


I agree most heartily with what 
Mr. Howell Stillman says in his 
letter to the Townsman of Sept, 
22, 1966. It would certainly be a 
very foolish thing to build our new 
Town Hall on ‘‘an island sur= 
rounded by traffic’? which is wliat 
the Barnard-Lally site really is, 
Not only that, but the potential 
parking space is very limited, 

There can be no parking what= 
ever on the west side of it because 
of the very high wall along North 
Main Street and there is very 
little available on the High Street 
side, Money will have to be appro= 
priated to buy this property and we 
will lose the taxes on it besides. 
While all the time we have town= 
owned land which is not being used, 
Does money really grow on trees 
in Andover? 

The Town owns the Shaw pro= 
perty and the land to the rear of 
our present Town Hall, and they 
both have an abundance of parking 
space nearby, The Shaw property 
is outside the traffic lights while 
the present Town Hall area has 
the advantage of being between 
the traffic lights, and in that sec- 
tion, also, are the banks, the paper 
store and most of the other stores 
people frequently go to when they 
have Town Hall business, 

But there is another reason 
why we should forget the Lally 
site: it contains the home of the 
founder of our high school, Ben= 
jamin Hanover Punchard, He 
bought the place in 1829 just be= 


fore his marriage to Martha Mar= 
land, At the time the home of Dr, 
Abiel Pearson (1756-1827), An= 
dover’s late physician, occupied 
the site, 

After living in the Pearson home 
for sixteen years Benjamin 
Punchard was desirous of having 
a new home, something he had 
been planning for a long time, He 
moved the Pearson house to a lot 
of land on the East side of High 
Street where it stands to this day, 
the home of Mr, and Mrs, Geoffrey 
Glendinning. Then Benjamin 
Punchard proceeded to build his 
dream house on the site of the 
Pearson home and he and his 
family moved into it in 1846. And 
here it was that he passed away on 
April 4, 1850. His wife Martha 
continued to live in the house until 
her death there in 1871, 

Martha Marland Punchard sur= 
vived her husband until March 29, 
1871, A year later the Punchard 
home was purchased by William 
Whitman who sold it in 1882 to 
Peter D, Smith who sold it in 1891 
to Jacob W, Barnard, His family 
lived there until a few years ago, 
Mr, Barnard’s heirs solditin1959 
to F, Thomas Critchley who in 
turn sold it in 1963 to Raymond 
J. Lally et alii, And thereit stands 
to this day towering over North 
Main Street like some medieval 
castle, This is one cf our historic 
landmarks that Urban Renewal, 
so-called, planned to destroy, And 
more recently our Planning Board 
has proposed the same vandalism, 

But let us hope that Andover will 


always insist that it be preserved 
as one of our town’s historic 
shrines; the home, the brainchild, 
the death place of Benjamin and 
Martha Punchard, 

When this place was the Barnard 
home it was very appropriately 
called ‘‘the Punchard Elms,”*® And 
now it is proposed to destroy this 
house for a new Town Hall which 
ought to be built somewhere else 
anyway, 

Of all the places that have been 
suggested as possible sites for our 
Town Hall this Punchard=Lally site 
has had, in my opinion, the least 
support, And so I am puzzled as 
to why our Planning Board has for 
so long favored it, Theonly reason 
I can think of is that it really does 
show up well from all around, The 
same thing is true of the Mus- 
grove Building site, And just as 
that was abandoned because the 
disadvantages were great, so 
should this site be rejected for the 
same reason, 

We now have an Historic District 
Study Committee whose job it is to 
prevent the destruction of historic 
monuments, I now suggest that they 
might begin with Benjamin 
Punchard’s home which besides 
being historic is also a unique 
specimen of the architecture of 
the period, the sort of thing which 
helps to make a town interesting, 

In recent years something hap= 
pened in Andover which will never 
happen in Phillips Academy, even 
though the money from the Phil- 
lips fund supporting that school 
is no more proportionately than 


the Punchard Trustees’ money 
being spent on our high school: 
the name of the founder of our 
high school was taken away from 
his school, Let us not add to that 
indignity the destruction of his 
home, 


White Light 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN

However, in the present in- 
stance, it would be hard to find a 
location within a mile of Andover’s 
business district that has so many 
extraordinary negative aspects as 
has the Stevens Street location. 
That consultants picked that spot 
is more evidence that they seldom 
are more than 85% reliable. 

That Chairman Henderson has 
been reported as saying that he 
would prefer ‘‘the center of town 
for a new fire station’’ *(presum- 
ably the center of the present 
business district) is more evidence 
of the superficiality with which 
our civic affairs are managed, 
That, in turn, suggests that we 
need the white light of investiga- 
tion before we can hope to con= 
queror the problems of change 
caused by the lack of competence 
at town hall,
